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HOMES 'SHOULD 
BE AFFORDABLE'

PRIORITY should be given to 
families trying to get on the 
housing ladder if Oswest¬ 
ry has to help accommodate 
thousands of extra homes 
earmarked for Shropshire, the 
town’s mayor has said. 

Mayor Paul Milner was speaking as 
consultation began on whether an ad¬ 
ditional 13,000 homes should be built 
in the county by 2036. 

His views have been echoed by a heritage 
campaigner who says if more homes have to be 
built then they should be genuinely affordable. 

Shropshire Council is to carry out a partial 
review of its current Local Plan and extend it 
to cover the period up to 2036. Under the ex¬ 
isting local plan, 27,500 houses will be required 
between 2006 and 2026.

Councillor Milner said: 
Cllr Milner “I’m a strong believer in 
the need for local afforda¬ 
ble housing for young people starting fam¬ 
ilies. There are 900 homes already planned 
for Shrewsbury Road, near Oswestry Leisure 
Centre. I’m not sure that Oswestry needs any 
more at the moment and I wouldn’t want to see 
houses put on a green belt area. 

“But this report is looking far off into the fu¬ 
ture and to plan for that we need to make sure 
there are key services in place to support major 
developments, like schools, GPs and dentists. 

“I would prefer to see houses that people can 
afford going up rather than more £200,000 plus 
homes that require a large deposit and mort¬ 
gages which people can struggle to afford.” 

Archaeologist Dr George Nash, who is part 
of the Hands Off Old Oswestry Hillfort group 
which is opposing homes it believes are detri¬ 
mental to the town’s heritage, said affordable 
housing was what was needed in the county. 

“I mean homes that people can truly afford,” 
he said. He added: “I can’t accept that in a rural 
county like Shropshire and particularly North 
Shropshire we need this heavy impetus for 
building. But if we are going to toe to line then 
we need to chose brownfield sites. Our heritage 
is under great threat from too much develop¬ 
ment put in the wrong place.” 

The review of housing comes as Oswestry was 
this week named in a top 10 of best British mar¬ 
ket towns. 

The accolade was given by the British and 
Britishness website which highlighted the 
town’s history, its Iron Age hillfort and its 
weekly market.

A PROFESSIONAL codebreaker has shown 
an Enigma machine to youngsters at a school 
near Oswestry. 

Mathematician James Grime travels the 
world with the machine, introducing audi¬ 
ences to the world of codebreaking that saw 
its beginnings at the renowned Bletchley Park 
codebreaking base. 

The story of the Enigma codebreaking 
machine featured in the film The Imitation 
Game. 

The Enigma Project was held as part of a 
maths enrichment day for Year 7 and 8 pu¬ 
pils at Moreton Hall School. The eccentric 
codebreaker Alan Turing, played by Benedict 
Cumberbatch in the Imitation Game, worked 
at Bletchley Park. It was here the first mod¬ 


ern computer was developed, known as The 
Bombe. 

Mr Grime said: “Turing’s work is why we 
have modern computers today. He was known 
as the father of computers and was respon¬ 
sible for breaking the German Enigma code 
used during the Second World War. 

“It’s important that children know that 
they could get a job as a codebreaker working 
for MI6. Codes and encryption are more im¬ 
portant today than ever. 

“Anything you buy online today is sent in 
codes, we rely on encryption to send informa¬ 
tion. 

“Pupils can consider doing a degree in 
maths, computing or engineering. You can 
then consider working for MI6. 


“We are trying to inspire and motivate 
young people and this presentation always 
goes down a storm.” 

Mr Grime gives presentations to both 
adults and schoolchildren across the world 
and has visited such places as Canada, Japan 
and Google headquarters in California. 

The machine on show was found after the 
war in a trench field by an American and is 
one of a 100 machines that are privately 
owned. 

The machine shown to the students is 
owned by mathematician and author Simon 
Singh, who along with Mr Grime, has given 
talks on behalf of the University of Cam¬ 
bridge. Pupils were placed into groups and in¬ 
vited to take part in a codebreaking workshop.

Water firm gives 
assurances after 
flood hits village 

RESIDENTS in a village hit by severe 
flooding have been assured plans are in 
place to avoid future damage and disrup¬ 
tion. 

More than 10 properties were evac¬ 
uated and about 40 properties affected 
after a main water pipe burst in Llan- 
rhaeadr ym Mochnant on January 13. 

Water firm United Utilities, which was 
responsible for the pipe, held a public 
meeting which more than 100 residents, 
community councillors and Montgom¬ 
eryshire MP Glyn Davies attended. The 
meeting had been called to discuss resto¬ 
ration works in the village following the 
damage. At the meeting, the firm said 
they had sent away some of the fractured 
cast-iron pipe to be examined, to find out 
what happened and what can be done to 
prevent a repeat. County Councillor Aled 
Davies, who represents the town, said he 
was pleased with how the meeting went. 

He said: “It was an extremely positive 
meeting in my opinion, and I think resi¬ 
dents left feeling assured by what United 
Utilities had to say. 

“They held their hands up and accepted 
responsibility for what happened, and 
told residents their plans to safeguard the 
village from any future burst.” 

Councillor Davies said the firm had 
suggested digging a ditch which would 
divert water away from the village in the 
case of another burst.

Risk at chemical 
leak river reduced 

EXPERTS have said there is no longer a 
significant risk to the public or animals 
that come into contact with a river affect¬ 
ed by a chemical leak which killed up to 
50,000 fish. 

The Environment Agency said the 
water in the River Morda, near Oswestry, 
was improving since the chemicals were 
discovered on Thursday last week and 
that it had not seen any more fish die or 
in distress. 

The agency said it will be doing further 
monitoring of the watercourse over the 
coming months to understand the impact.

A RETAILER who is closing the 
doors on her gift and pottery 
shop says she has not had sup¬ 
port from local authorities. 

Sarah Meade has run the Honey 
Pots shop in Church Street, Oswestry, 
for almost six years. 

But she said, that with her lease coming 
to an end, with much soul searching, she 
had to take the decision to close in the mid¬ 
dle of next month. 

She said: “The independent retail market 
has changed unrecognisably over the last 
decade and with increasing bureaucracy, 
increasing costs, wages, business rates, 
electricity and more, combined with a dra¬ 
matic shift towards sales on the internet 
and away from the High Street, we have 
decided to withdraw from Oswestry and 
concentrate on our store in Llangollen and 
on our website. Oswestry is such a great lit¬ 
tle town, but we feel does not get the sup¬ 
port of the county council or I have to say 
Oswestry Town Council. 

“Our hand painted pottery and our Sis¬ 
ter Sister branded merchandise is becom¬ 
ing more and more popular and I want to 
devote more time to designing and devel¬ 
oping that side of the business.” She urged 
customers to support the shops in the town. 
“Thank you to everyone for your support 
and please do what you can to support the 
remaining excellent independent stores in 
Oswestry because as the saying goes, if you 
don’t use it, you’ll lose it,” she said. 

Steve Charmley, Shropshire Council’s 
cabinet member for business and economy, 
said: “Shropshire Council is a partner in 
the Marches Growth Hub, which offers ad¬ 
vice, support, and information about loans 
and grants for small and medium-sized 
businesses. Small and medium-size busi¬ 
nesses are the backbone of our regional 
economy. 

“There are always challenges when 
building a business, and we will contact the 
owner of the Honey Pots Shop in Oswestry 
to discuss concerns.” 

Oswestry’s Mayor Paul Milner said the 
town council worked hard to encourage 
shoppers to the town. He said the town 
council car parks offered value for money 
parking and events and services run by the 
council to increase footfall included public 
toilets, floral planters and Christmas light¬ 
ing, Oswestry Christmas live and band¬ 
stand concerts in Cae Glas Park. 


VOLUNTEERS are being urged to help out 
with vital light landscape maintenance at a 
3,000-year-old hillfort. 

The new scheme taking place on the ram¬ 
parts at Old Oswestry Hillfort on Monday 
and Tuesday is one of just a few in England 
involving local volunteers in landscape 
maintenance, combined with environmen¬ 
tal and wildlife initiatives at an English 
Heritage site. 

The work is being supervised by an ecol¬ 
ogy consultant and a local landscape con¬ 
tractor is undertaking heavier and more 
specialised clearance. 

Neil Phillips of the Hands Off Old 
Oswestry Hillfort group said: “We will be 


tackling some of the overgrowth in and 
around the ponds in the pits on the western 
side. Work will involve light duty cutting 
and pruning. 

“The on-going programme will include 
fixed-point photography and environmen¬ 
tal initiatives to aid the hillfort’s preserva¬ 
tion.”

Meanwhile, conservationists are prepar¬ 
ing to embrace the hillfort with a one-kilo- 
metre-long chain of families and a string of 
hearts, with messages of appreciation for 
the iconic landmark. 

The Hearts Around the Hillfort project is 


set to provide an eye-catching focus to this 
year’s hillfort hug on Sunday, February 12, 
organised by HOOOH. 

HOOOH member Kate Clarke said: “Red 
hearts are going out to schools, groups and 
organisations, as well as shops and public 
outlets. 

“We are hoping that as many individuals 
as possible, from young to old, will donate a 
heartfelt message about the hillfort for this 
super-long bunting.” 

HOOOH estimates that about 650 people 
will be needed to form a complete human 
chain.

Water firm 
is sorry for 
flood issue 

BOSSES at United Utilities have 
apologised for flooding which caused 
properties in a village to be evacuat¬ 
ed. 

More than 10 properties were evac¬ 
uated and about 40 properties affected 
after a main water pipe burst in Llan- 
rhaeadr ym Mochnant on January 13. 

Water firm United Utilities, which 
was responsible for the pipe, held a 
public meeting which more than 100 
residents, community councillors and 
Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies 
attended. 

Now work has started on repairing 
the damage inside the affected prop¬ 
erties. 

A spokesman for United Utilities 
said: “Following on from the public 
meeting we would first and foremost 
like to apologise to the community for 
the impact this flooding has had. 

“We have taken full responsibility, 
and issued £250 immediately to all 
householders affected, and further 
compensation payment will be made 
up front. 

“We will now be working closely 
with these homeowners to get a plan 
for restoration works to take place, 
and they have our promise we will put 
them back in a position that they were 
in prior to this incident. 

“We also want to make sure the 
community feels safe and have made 
a commitment to review all options to 
reduce the future risk from this pipe.” 

Blaze may have 
been arson attack 

A FIRE which destroyed two cars and 
a caravan is being treated as arson. 

Investigating officers say the blaze, 
affecting a Volkswagen Passat and a 
Vauxhall Astra, happened close to the 
White Lion on the A483 in Llynclys, 
near Oswestry. Laura Maltby, corpo¬ 
rate communications officer for West 
Mercia Police said: “Inquiries are cur¬ 
rently ongoing and officers are keep¬ 
ing an open mind as to the cause of 
the fire but it is believed it may have 
been started deliberately. 

“Officers are keen to speak to an¬ 
yone who witnessed the incident or 
who saw people acting suspiciously in 
the area at the time.” 

A spokesman for Shropshire Fire 
and Rescue said: “The static caravan 
and one of the cars were seriously 
damaged by fire, the other car was 
damaged by the heat of the blaze.” 
The blaze was reported at 9pm on 
Monday last week.

Inquiry launched into cause of pollution 


AN investigation is being carried out 
by the Environment Agency into what 
caused a chemical leak into a river 
near Oswestry, killing up to 50,000 
fish. 

The leak was reported on Thursday 
last week at the River Morda. 

The Environment Agency has 
warned people not to allow livestock 
and pets to go in the river. Over the 
weekend underwater monitoring 


equipment was placed in the river in 
a bid to contain the spread of the pol¬ 
lution. Now it is feared that the band 
of chemical, the make-up of which has 
not been revealed, will carry further 
downstream, contaminating fish stock 
as it goes. 

The Environment Agency was on 
site over the weekend taking samples 
from the river and surrounding river- 
bank. 


Dave Throup, from the Environ¬ 
ment Agency, said: “We have a large 
monitoring programme under way to 
check for any impacts of pollution fur¬ 
ther afield.” And Lucy Evans, spokes¬ 
woman for the Environment Agency, 
said: “We are aware of and are deal¬ 
ing with a significant fish mortality 
on the River Morda, downstream of 
Oswestry. This has been caused by an 
acidic pollutant. We recommend peo¬ 


ple, livestock and pets do not go in the 
River Morda.” United Utilities said it 
is investigating an issue at its treat¬ 
ment works in Oswestry and is work¬ 
ing with the Environment Agency. 

A spokesman for the company said: 
“There has been an issue at Oswestry 
water treatment works which we are 
currently investigating. We are work¬ 
ing closely with the Environment 
Agency to resolve this.” 


Chemical leak kills up 
to 50.000 fish in river

A CHEMICAL leak in a river near 
Oswestry has killed as many 
as 50,000 fish in what has been 
branded an “environmental dis¬ 
aster”. 

The River Morda turned milky- 
white following what is believed to 
have been a chemical leak from a 
tanker into the river on Thursday last 
week. 

The Environment Agency warned people 
not to allow livestock and pets to go in the 
river. Giles Cochrane, fishery manager at 
Weston Pools, described it as an “environ¬ 
mental disaster” with an entire eco-system 
wiped out. 

He said the fishery’s pools itself were un¬ 
affected, but pollution had killed fish in the 
river, and posed a risk to other wildlife as 
well. 

He said: “Five generations of fish have 
been totally wiped out. 

“The trout population has been wiped 
out, the fry, next year’s fry, the food they 
eat such as the shrimp and the caddisfly. 
The entire eco-system has been wiped out. 
It’s caused complete devastation.” 

Mr Cochrane said Weston Pools had re¬ 
placed the fish in the river about five years 
ago, after a previous pollution incident. 

But following the latest incident the En¬ 
vironment Agency says devastation is such 
that fish could be absent from the river for 
a lifetime. He said the leak was reported by 
one of the pool’s anglers. 

He said one concern was the chemical 
making its way downstream. 

He said: “This river feeds into the River 
Severn so the effects of this pollution 
should not be under estimated.”

Redundancies at 
recycling charity 

A RECYCLING charity will make 17 
staff redundant after losing a major 
contract. 

Cae Post, based at Trewern, near 
Welshpool, has not had its deal with 
Powys County Council renewed. 

It served 5,000 homes in the Welsh¬ 
pool, Newtown, Shrewsbury and Lla¬ 
nidloes areas under the 15-year deal, 
which will end on March 31. 

Sue Packer, general manager at 
Cae Post, said: “As a result of Powys 
County Council not renewing our con¬ 
tract to collect recycling from 5,000 
homes in north Powys, collect from 
the bring sites and operate the mate¬ 
rials recovery facility in Trewern, we 
have issued redundancy notices to 17 
employees affected by the reduction 
in work. When our contract ends on 
March 31, employees directly involved 
in the kerbside collections will trans¬ 
fer to Powys County Council under 
TUPE Regulations.” 

The organisation’s recycling and 
waste services to schools and busi¬ 
nesses are to continue. 

Man in court over 
sex assault claims 

A MAN facing six charges of indecent 
assault, rape and exposure, has ap¬ 
peared in court. 

Gerald Anthony Jones, faces four 
charges of indecent assault on a girl 
under the age of 14 and the rape of a 
female aged under 16. The offences 
are alleged to have taken place in Mid 
Wales between February 1979 and 
February 1982. 

The 64-year-old is also charged with 
indecent exposure in Shrewsbury on 
May 26 last year. 

Jones, of Homeleigh Residential 
Home in Manchester, made no pleas 
to any of the offences at Welshpool 
Magistrates’ Court. 

He will next appear at Mold Crown 
Court on February 17.

Plinth plan for knife angel 
held up by police wrangle

A KNIFE angel sculpture has missed out on a spot in Trafalgar Square 
because the creators are waiting on knives from one more police 
force. 

The British Ironwork Centre near Oswestry has used 100,000 knives to build 
the huge sculpture and intends for the angel to stand on the fourth plinth on 
Trafalgar Square. 

But as the list of works of art chosen for the plinth was published, Clive Knowles, the 
owner of the ironworks, said that until the knife angel is completed and weighed, he can’t 

- complete the application form. 

The Save a Life, Surrender Your Knife 
campaign saw weapon bins installed by 
the visitor attraction in towns and cities 
across the UK. Knives from the bins and 
those confiscated by police forces were used 
to create the sculpture. Last week Sussex 
police agreed to join the campaign leaving 
South Yorkshire still to get involved. Mr 
Knowles said he was pleased to hear that 
Sussex police had got on board with the 
campaign. He said: “The Knife Angel is the 
UK’s visual statement illustrating our in¬ 
tolerance to the rising statistics of violent 
and aggressive crimes. A total of 44 British 
constabularies have supported us with our 
campaign, there is only one, still to contrib¬ 
ute to the national effort, to ensure greater 
awareness and effort is made to reduce 
knife and hate crime nationally. The ulti¬ 
mate destination for the ‘Knife Angel sculp¬ 
ture’ is the fourth plinth, London.” 

Temporary Superintendent Simon Wan- 
less of South Yorkshire police said: “South 
Yorkshire Police have not been requested 
to supply any knives for the sculpture that 
is being built. However, we would be happy 
to supply seized knives from our store if we 
were contacted and provided a plan on how 
the knives would be safely transported and 
stored.”

Cash appeal

A £100,000 crowdfunding appeal has been 
launched to buy a closed down social club 
and retain it as a community venue. 

Montgomeryshire Youth Theatre (MYT) 
is leading the ambitious bid to secure the 
funding to buy Welshpool Social Club. The 
bid comes after the club closed its doors last 
year following 50 years of serving the town. 

Penny Jones, creative and administrative 
director at MYT, said: “It was an extremely 
sad day for the town when the social club 
closed down last year. The building was 
purpose-built for the community back in 
the sixties and we want it to remain that 
way. It’s a very large building which is ideal 
for so many community groups and chari¬ 
ties, not just us. It might seem like an im¬ 
possible task but we are serious about this, 
we have been trying to find ways to get the 
funding together to buy this building for 
months. 

“In December, we met with about 25 
like-minded organisations and individuals 
to discuss how we can move forward, so 
the local backing is there.” Ms Jones said 
they had submitted an application to the 
Big Lottery Fund but that can take more 
than a year, and then they may well not 
be successful, and the building will soon 
be going to auction. She said members of 
Welshpool Social Club have also expressed 
an interest in continuing to meet at the 
club - just without the task of the upkeep 
of the building.

Mothers in Ludlow called the over¬ 
night closures a “disgrace” and said they 
feared it could be taken as a sign to be fur¬ 
ther concerned about the units’ long-term 
prospects. 

Ms Banks said: “Similar to other parts 
of the trust we continue to experience high 
levels of demand for our maternity services 
and have also experienced unexpected staff¬ 
ing issues, mainly caused by illnesses, sim¬ 
ilar to those experienced by the public in 
recent weeks. 

“This has impacted on our ability to pro¬ 
vide a full range of services. 

“During these times we follow our pol¬ 
icies and procedures to take action to en¬ 
sure the continued safety of the service for 
women in Shropshire, Telford & Wrekin 
and Mid Wales. 

“Unfortunately in recent weeks this has 
meant that on occasions we have had to 
temporarily suspend inpatient services at 
our MLUs overnight; whilst maintaining 
community care and home deliveries. This 
is nothing new. We have had to do this in 
the past at times of high demand for our 
services and staff issues, such as illness. 

“We never take such decisions lightly 
and we review all risks to ensure the safety 
of the women using the service. I’d like to 
apologise for any inconvenience this has 
caused. 

“I’d also like to reiterate that there is 
nothing more to it other than staff illness 
and high demand within our consultant-led 
unit.” 

The closures, from 8pm until 8am, 
affected Bridgnorth and Shrewsbury 
midwife-led units on Christmas Day, 
Oswestry’s midwife led unit on December 
29 and January 9 and Ludlow’s midwife led 
unit on December 31 and January 5. 

During the closures midwives were still 
available on call for home births. 


Convoys come to an end

MONTHS of massive convoys carrying 
hundreds of giant blades and parts through 
the region have come to an end. 

The final blade has arrived at Garreg 
Lwyd Hill Wind Farm, between Felindre 
and Llanbadarn Fynydd, in Radnorshire, 
marking the end of the delivery of 136 
turbine components from Liverpool Dock, 
along the A483 past Oswestry and through 
Newtown. 

The wind farm is the second major devel¬ 
opment of its kind in the area to be com¬ 
pleted in recent months. 

The deliveries began on September 19 
and Renewable Energy Systems Limited 
carried out a range of works to the A483 
to ensure the turbine components could be 
delivered safely. 


Sarah Ward, publicist for Garreg Lwyd 
Hill Wind Farm, said: “RES would like 
to thank residents and businesses along 
the delivery route for their co-operation 
throughout the delivery process and to pub¬ 
licly thank Welsh Government Highways, 
Powys County Council Highways, Shrop¬ 
shire County Council Highways, Cheshire 
Police and Dyfed-Powys Police for their in¬ 
valuable assistance. 

“The wind farm is scheduled to be fully 
operational this spring.” 

Back in September, in a separate project, 
wind farm developers Awel Newydd Cyf 
celebrated the completion of several weeks 
of convoys of 45-metre long turbines along 
the A483 from Oswestry, through Pant and 
Welshpool town centre to Cefn Coch.

It’s a couple of months now 
since it emerged Powys Coun¬ 
ty Council had bought Ladywell 
House in Newtown sparking pro¬ 
tests in Welshpool and fears that 
jobs would be lost in the town. 

Could it mean the end of op¬ 
erations at the huge County Of¬ 
fices building on Severn Road 
which has been the Montgomer¬ 
yshire power base for decades? 
Does Powys County Council 
plan to close offices across 
North Powys and centralise the 
operation in Newtown? Or is it 
purely a business investment 
seen as a potential money maker 
for the authority? 

Well eight weeks on we are 
nowhere near knowing the an¬ 
swers to any of those questions 
and Cabinet Member for Proper¬ 
ty, Buildings and Housing Coun¬ 
cillor Rosemarie Harris is keep¬ 
ing her cards pretty close to her 
chest. 

As a new Welshpool County 
Councillor I attended my first 
Montgomeryshire Committee 
meeting last week when Coun¬ 
cillor Harris said buying Ladywell 
House was “part of long-term 
strategic plans for the council 
allowing it to dramatically re¬ 
duce the number of buildings 
and providing an opportunity to 
raise capital through the sale of 
redundant buildings”. 

But she refused to be drawn on 
future plans for the Severn Road 
building when I pressed her, only 
confirming that all options were 
still open when it came to office 
closures in North Powys. 

Well the news for Mrs Harris 
is that I for one won’t be letting 
her off the hook. The people of 
Welshpool deserve to know the 
truth and staff at any offices un¬ 
der threat also deserve to know 
the truth. 

And they deserve to know it 
now. 

The purchase was clearly a bit 
of sensitive news which was in¬ 
tended for public digestion. But 
now it’s out in the open there re¬ 
ally is no excuse for us not being 
told what’s going on. 

North Powys residents know 
exactly what financial pressures 
Powys Council is facing. Tell 
them the truth and they will deal 
with it 

If we listen to the Food Stand¬ 
ards Agency this week there 
won’t be an awful lot left to eat 
following their revelations that 
a large part of our diet contains 
raised levels of chemicals linked 
to cancer.

Wales has its own version 
of valentine's Day with a 
fascinating background, 
reports KAREN COMPTON 

IN the depths of winter, ro¬ 
mance may be in short supply 
but here in Wales, loved ones 
are increasingly celebrating 
the Welsh version of Valentine’s 
Day - St Dwynwen’s Day on 
January 25. 

Whether you mark it with the giv¬ 
ing and receiving of cards and pre¬ 
sents, a meal out or something more, 
on this side of the border there is no 
need to wait until February 14 to 
show your love and affection, when 
you can wish your loved one ‘Rwy’n 
dy garu di ‘ (I love you) three weeks 
earlier. 

St Dwynwen is the Welsh patron saint 
of lovers, which makes her the Welsh 
equivalent of St Valentine. 

Dwynwen lived during the 5th century 
and legend has it that she was one of the 
prettiest of Brychan Brycheiniog’s 24 
daughters. 

Dwynwen fell in love with a prince 
called Maelon Dafodrill, but unfortu¬ 
nately her father had already arranged 
that she should marry someone else. 

Dwynwen was so upset that she could 
not marry Maelon that she begged God to 
make her forget him. 

After falling asleep, Dwynwen was vis¬ 
ited by an angel, who appeared carrying 
a sweet potion designed to erase all mem¬ 
ory of Maelon and turn him into a block 
of ice. 

God then gave three wishes to Dwyn¬ 
wen. 

Her first wish was that Maelon be 
thawed; her second that God meet the 


hopes and dreams of true lovers; and 
third, that she should never marry. All 
three were fulfilled, and as a mark of 
her thanks, Dwynwen devoted herself 
to God’s service for the rest of her life. 

She founded a convent on Lland¬ 
dwyn, off the west coast of Anglesey, 
where a well named after her became 
a place of pilgrimage after her death in 
465AD. 

Visitors to the well believed that the 
sacred fish or eels that lived in the well 
could foretell whether or not their rela¬ 
tionship would be happy and whether 
love and happiness would be theirs. 

Remains of Dwynwen’s church can 
still be seen today. 

Visitors still go to the well today, 
hoping that the water will boil, mean¬ 
ing that love and good luck will follow 


them. One of the gifts that maybe ex¬ 
changing hands between loved ones on 
St Dwynwen’s Day is a lovespoon. 

The giving and receiving of loves- 
poons between lovers, friends and fam¬ 
ily is a Welsh custom that dates back to 
the 17th century. 

Traditionally, a lovespoon was a 
wooden spoon carved by a young man 
and presented to the woman he loved 
as a token of his affection. 

The earliest surviving Welsh loves¬ 
poon is dated 1667 and can be found at 
St Fagans Museum of Welsh life, near 
Cardiff but the custom was widespread 
before that date. A lovespoon is usually 
decorated with certain symbols, with 
each symbol having certain significance 
and meaning. 

For example, a bell on a lovespoon 


signifies weddings and anniversaries, a 
cross shows faith, a heart shows love, a 
horseshoe good luck, A Celtic knot - ev¬ 
erlasting or together forever and balls in 
a cage signify the number of children is 
likely to have. 

Today, lovespoons are very popular 
and are used to mark and celebrate 
many occasions such as births, chris¬ 
tenings, weddings, anniversaries and 
retirement. A lovespoon is a great way 
to celebrate St Dwynwen’s Day. 

Visitors to Wales often take home a 
lovespoon with them to have something 
uniquely Welsh to remind them of their 
visit. 

Another event growing in popularity 
is National Cwtch Day, which is also on 
January 25. A cwtch is the Welsh word 
for cuddle and what better day to hold it. 


WORKING 
FOR YOU 



Last week Theresa May made 
a tremendous speech explain¬ 
ing her 12-point plan to leave 
the European Union. By leaving 
the EU we would also leave the 
internal market of the EU com¬ 
monly known as the single mar¬ 
ket. The Prime Minister provided 
certainty about the process of 
leaving, reaffirming our free trade 
ambitions with the EU and the 
rest of the world. 

The European Union’s internal 
market is important to us and 
Britain wants access to it by 
continuing to buy and sell goods 
and services to our friends and 
allies on the continent. However 
the Secretary of State for Exit¬ 
ing the European Union, David 
Davis, told me in the House of 
Commons that 20 countries have 
grown their trade with the market 
from outside faster than we have 
from within. This is an incredibly 
important point as independent 
countries can and do trade suc¬ 
cessfully with Europe, without 
having to be a member of their 
internal market. In 1999 61 per 
cent of our total UK trade was 
with the EU, it is now 43 per cent 
and it is set to fall to 35 per cent 
by 2025. These figures are also 
exaggerated by the Rotterdam 
effect whereby goods shipped 
to continental ports count as EU 
trade but are actually shipped to 
markets in the rest of the world. 

We now have a crucial task 
persuading the member states, 
particularly in a year with key 
elections in the Netherlands, 
France and Germany, that they 
have a massive mutual, selfish 
and strategic interest in contin¬ 
uing reciprocal free trade with 
us. Already senior figures in Ba¬ 
varia have pointed out they do 
not want a recession created by 
cack-handed negotiations by 
Brussels where some senior EU 
figures have been negative. I was 
in Berlin over the weekend with 
Leave means Leave Co-Chair 
John Longworth to discuss this 
exact point at Tonissteiner Kreis, 
an institution representing many 
from the German political, busi¬ 
ness and academic establish¬ 
ment. I pointed out that we have 
a huge deficit with Germany 
who sold us 810,000 cars last 
year; a fifth of all cars produced 
in Germany. The audience was 
overwhelmingly against the prin¬ 
ciple of the UK leaving the EU as 
many stated they valued our free 
trade beliefs. I also explained 
how our EU membership is hold¬ 
ing us back, particularly in inno¬ 
vation. I reported a recent visit 
to BASF in Ludwigshafen, the 
largest chemical company in the 
world which has ceased devel¬ 
opment of biotechnology for the 
European market, because of 
the EU’s excessive risk aversion. 
I stayed on afterwards and sev¬ 
eral attending asked if I would be 
interested in coming back to talk 
to more audiences in different 
parts of Germany.

have known awful tenants, some of whom 
needed help from social services, but there 
are too few to help and too little time to 
achieve early results. Most of all we need 
more homes. Perhaps, bring back prefabs, 
both single and double storey. Look how 
much they were welcomed and how long 
they lasted. They were better than the two 
up, two down, that I lived in, warm, dry, a 
bathroom and running water. But I have 
all that now and wish it for all ASAP, not 
in years to come, but in months.

Lee Evans, spokesman for Powys 
County Council, said: “The purpose of 
the pre-hearing meeting is to explain 
and discuss procedural and adminis¬ 
trative matters relating to the man¬ 
agement of the examination including 
the programme for the hearings, the 
matters to be examined and related 
questions, the running order and par¬ 
ticipants, the methods of dealing with 
representations and the timetable 
for submitting any additional mate¬ 
rials that may be required, including 
hearing statements, and any other 
relevant matters.” However, the con¬ 
tents and merits of the plan and the 
representations will not be discussed 
at this meeting. 

The hearing sessions part of the 
examination will start on March 28 
in Llandrindod Wells. At the start of 
each hearing session, the inspector 
will set out a detailed agenda with 
the points for discussion on each 
topic. The discussion will focus on 
the matters and issues identified on 
the agenda and the questions posed. 
These sessions will normally take 
the form of an informal round-table 
discussion led by the inspector where 
the council and those who wish to be 
heard discus the key points identified.

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Town school 
move agreed 
by councillors 

A £13 million shake-up of education 
in Welshpool has been agreed. 

Powys County Council’s Cabinet 
unanimously decided at a meeting to 
agree to the plans which involve the 
closure of four schools to be replaced 
by two new schools. 

Ardwyn Nursery and Infants 
School, Gungrog Nursery and Infants 
C in W Voluntary-Controlled School, 
Oldford Nursery and Infants School 
and Ysgol Maesydre will close this 
August. But from September, a new 
English-medium primary school will 
open initially on the current sites of 
Ysgol Maesydre, Gungrog and Oldford 
Schools. In 2018 it will transfer to a 
new school building on land at Welsh¬ 
pool High School. The council will 
also establish a new Welsh-medium 
community primary school that will 
operate initially from the current site 
of Ardwyn School, until it transfers 
in 2018/19 to a new school building 
that will be built on the site of Ysgol 
Maesydre. The decision received an 
objection from the Welshpool branch 
of the Labour Party. It complained 
about combining children of a very 
young age with older pupils and a lack 
of choice for parents who do not wish 
chil dren to have a faith education.

Egg farm shells 
out on extension 

A FREE-range egg farm is set to dou¬ 
ble in size from 16,000 to 32,000 birds 
after being granted planning permis¬ 
sion for two extensions to its facilities. 

Blackwood Free Range Eggs, at 
Berriew, Welshpool, houses its birds 
in a single unit using a ‘slatted’ sys¬ 
tem where all the nests are on the 
same level. 

It will now be able to extend the 
building by 24 metres to the south 
east and 12 metres to the north, al¬ 
lowing the system to be upgraded to a 
multi-tier system with manure belts. 

Ian Pick, agent for the business 
owner David Roberts, said: “The bird 
housing area includes tiered perches 
which are located over manure belts. 
The perches are slatted which allows 
the droppings from the birds to pass 
through in to the manure belts. Nest 
boxes are accessible from the tiered 
perches. The nest boxes are adjacent 
to an egg conveyor which delivers the 
eggs into the packing area within the 
existing building at the eastern end.” 

The farm will remain free range, 

Upgrade of street 
lights is started 

WORK to upgrade street lights to new 
energy efficient LED lanterns has 
started in north Powys, the county 
council has confirmed. 

Powys County Council is currently 
converting 5,300 street lights to LED 
lanterns as part of a £1.55m invest 
to save project. Contractors Cen- 
tregreat, who started to replace the 
street lights in south Powys in No¬ 
vember 2016, started in north Powys 
last week. Once the replacement work 
is completed in north Powys, the con¬ 
tractors will head towards the middle 
of the county and start the upgrade 
works there. 

Council bosses say the move will re¬ 
duce energy use.

Shortfall in land for 
housing is revealed

IT may be the largest county in 
Wales but Powys has a massive 
shortfall of land available for fu¬ 
ture housing, claims a report. 

Planning consultant Mike Lloyd 
told of how Powys County Council’s 
latest housing land availability study 
has revealed the shortfall in the coun¬ 
ty, that covers a quarter of Wales and 
is the most sparsely-populated county 
in England and Wales, with only 26 
people per square kilometre in 2013. 

Mr Lloyd said the council is required 
by the Welsh Government to ensure that 
sufficient housing land is available, or will 
become available, for a five-year supply of 
land for housing. 

But the new survey has revealed a hous¬ 
ing land supply of just 2.2 years in the 
518,108-hectares county - which is less 
than half of what is required. 

Mr Lloyd, speaking for Berrys Chartered 
Town Planners, which helped prepare the 
study, said: “This is a small improvement 
on the 2015 figure of 1.9 years, but far 
below the required five-year land supply 
target.” 

In the absence of a five-year housing land 
supply, he said the Welsh Government en¬ 
courages councils to look more favourably 
on residential applications outside develop¬ 
ment boundaries. 

But residents and community coun¬ 
cils fear this could open the floodgates to 
unsuitable developments being rushed 
through. People living in Four Crosses near 
Oswestry are looking at seeking a judicial 
review to fight plans for a controversial de¬ 
velopment of 49 houses. 


Train wagon takes pride of place

A TRAIN wagon from the Na¬ 
tional Railway Museum is tak¬ 
ing pride of place at the Welsh¬ 
pool and Llanfair Light Railway. 

The heritage railway is now 
the proud owner of a former 
Great Western Railway stand¬ 
ard gauge five-plank open wagon 
thanks to the museum. 

The wagon will go on display 
at the Welshpool Raven Square 
station to demonstrate the tran¬ 
shipment of goods that took 
place between the railway and 
the main line in days gone by. 

Standard gauge wagons would 
pull up alongside the light rail¬ 
way in special exchange sidings 
over which goods were tran¬ 
shipped between the two rail¬ 
ways. Charles Spencer, general 
manager of the light railway, 
said that the original major rea¬ 
son for constructing the Welsh¬ 
pool and Llanfair line in 1902-03 
was to connect the agricultural 
area surrounding Llanfair Caer- 
einion with the important mar¬ 
ket town of Welshpool. 

Mr Spencer mentioned the 
railway’s interest in recreating 
the transhipment scene at the 
railway’s current Welshpool 
terminus of Raven Square to 
officials at the museum and the 
museum agreed to a transfer of 
ownership of a former wagon.

Referendum on 
tax rise ruled out 

A POSSIBLE referendum on raising 
council tax by Shropshire Council has 
been ruled out by the Cabinet mem¬ 
ber for rural services. 

Cecilia Motley said that the cost of 
running a referendum would be in 
the region of £700,000 and the gains 
returned by raising council tax would 
fall far short of what is needed to help 
fund services such as adult social care 
and youth services. She said: “Unless 
there is a real appetite to raise council 
tax it is not something I would im¬ 
mediately leap to. We are looking at 
other ways to raise money. We would 
not be willing at this stage to do it. We 
realise the pressure people are already 
under.” The issue of a referendum 
was raised during a briefing on the 
Big Conversation, a survey which is 
seeking the views on a range of topics 
including health, money and the econ¬ 
omy and the community.

Residents fear solar 
farm mast may stay

A TELECOMMS mast to help run 
a solar farm could end up being 
there indefinitely, worried resi¬ 
dents have claimed. 

Elgin Energy, which is developing 
the 20,000 panel farm at Rhosygadfa, 
near Gobowen, Oswestry, has discov¬ 
ered that the area’s internet connec¬ 
tion is not strong enough for the solar 
panels to communicate with an elec¬ 
tricity substation a few miles away. 

It already has planning permission for 
the solar farm but now wants to put up the 
66-foot mast to help the project. Elgin En¬ 
ergy has also warned that it will lose a Gov¬ 
ernment subsidy if it can not make progress 
by the end of March. 

About 50 local people attended a pres¬ 
entation by the developers about the solar 
farm. 

Brian Case, one of those concerned about 
the plans said: “Following a presentation 
by the developers it became clear that nu¬ 
merous points of concern to us had not 
been given consideration. 

“It seems no thought has been given to 
the possible health risks associated with 
these types of masts and they should not 
be put up where people live or use the area 
for recreation. When this application was 
granted no mention was made of masts and 
associated health problems were discussed. 

“Had they have been there may have 
been a different outcome from the plan¬ 
ners. The assumption being made by the 
developer that BT will supply an internet 
connection as required is not guaranteed 
or documented and no date has been given. 

“We have been trying for 10 years to get 
a connection from BT to the internet so it 
seems that whatever the application says 
this mast is likely to be on site for an in¬ 
definite time.”

Road crash 
left rider with 
injuries to leg 

A WOMAN pillion rider lost the lower 
part of her left leg after the machine she 
was riding was struck by a pensioner’s 
car, a court heard. 

The victim was airlifted to hospital 
following the crash near Chirk and she 
had to receive a dozen operations. The 
car driver Walter Henry Chaplin, 71, 
admitted careless driving, following the 
incident on July 31 last year when he ap¬ 
peared at Flintshire Magistrates’ Court 
at Mold. The court heard that Chaplin, of 
Burlton Hall in Burlton, near Ellesmere, 
did a U-turn in a line of almost station¬ 
ary traffic but had not seen the scooter 
approach as it overtook. He was said to be 
deeply remorseful for what had happened 
but accepted fully the case against him. 

Brian Robinson, prosecuting, said 
that the defendant was driving a white 
Volvo XC90 sports utility vehicle while 
the victim Sarah Bridgid Baker, 52, was 
the passenger on a Honda Silverwing 
scooter ridden by her life-long friend Stu¬ 
art Gary Gretton, an experienced rider 
of more than 20 years and a fire service 
emergency response driver. They were re¬ 
turning home to the West Midlands from 
a day out in Wales. After fish and chips 
at the Horseshoe Pass, she was enjoying 
the views. 

In a victim impact statement, Miss 
Baker said they were travelling at about 
20mph followed by three other motorcy¬ 
clists “when all of a sudden out of the cor¬ 
ner of my eye I saw a large white vehicle 
suddenly start to pull out”. 

She had to have 12 operations, two of 
which were skin grafts. 

Chaplin was fined £523 and told to pay 
costs of £85 and a £52 victim surcharge. 
Six penalty points were placed on his 
driving licence. 

Driver over 
drinks limit 

A TALENTED horse rider who died 
when his car crashed into a wall was al¬ 
most three times the drink-drive limit. 

Lewis Holyoake was not wearing a 
seatbelt when his Vauxhall Corsa crashed 
into the stone wall near to his home in 
Melverley, near Oswestry. 

An inquest was told Mr Holyoake, 30, 
of Bontaine Farm, had not been drinking 
on the evening of September 10 when he 
had been giving lifts to friends to a party. 

The inquest heard how at around half 
past midnight on September 11, Mr Holy¬ 
oake decided to go to a leaving party for 
the landlord of the Firtree Inn at Crew 
Green. A statement from one of his 
friends, Thomas Poutney, who was also 
at the party, said he and Mr Holyoake left 
at around 3am, with Lewis following be¬ 
hind in his car. It said: “Lewis did not ap¬ 
pear to be drunk and did not take drugs.” 

Police investigations found no defects 
on Mr Holyoake’s car, although it had 
been fitted with an alternative steering 
wheel which had no airbag. 

As part of the post-mortem, blood was 
analysed and it was discovered Mr Holy¬ 
oake had 237 milligrammes of alcohol per 
100 millilitres of blood in his system. The 
legal drink drive limit is 80 milligrammes. 

Coroner John Ellery concluded Mr 
Holyoake died as a result of a road traffic 
collision. 

Cemetery gate 
lock removed 

A SECURITY lock used to lock gates at 
a cemetery overnight has been forcibly 
removed. 

Powys County Council started to lock 
the gates at Welshpool’s Maesgwastad 
Cemetery because of unauthorised park¬ 
ing and its impact on funerals. 

However, council staff found that the 
security lock had been removed when 
they recently went to open up the gates, 
it has been revealed. 

Councillor John Powell, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for cemeteries, said: “It is extremely 
disappointing that the security lock has 
been forcibly removed and will have to be 
replaced. 

“However, we want to remind visitors 
that the gates will be locked overnight 
because unauthorised parking has had 
an impact on funerals taking place at the 
cemetery.” 

In future the vehicle registration de¬ 
tails locked within the cemetery will be 
noted and passed to the police in the 
event of the gates being forced open.

AN independent school’s results 
in the latest education league ta¬ 
bles were incorrect, it has been 
claimed. 

Leaders at Moreton Hall School 
have asked the Department for 
Education to review its data after 
claiming the achievements of its 
pupils were not accurately re¬ 
flected. 

Ninety five per cent of pupils 
sitting GCSEs at Moreton Hall 
School, near Oswestry, gained an 
A to C grade in both maths and 


93 per cent as suggested in data 
released last week by the Depart¬ 
ment for Education 

Principal Jonathan Forster said 
the school believed that it was not 
the only school to have been af¬ 
fected, and praised students and 
staff for their “hard work and de¬ 
termination”. He said: “The DfE 
GCSE results published this week 
have incorrectly quoted Moreton 
Hall’s GCSE results. The 2016 
GCSE results at Moreton Hall 
were exceptional with an impres- 


board. Of the 552 GCSEs sat by 
the 58 girls in Year 11 , 70 per 
cent were A-A* grades and 100 
per cent of pupils achieved five or 
more A*-C Grades. 

“This year’s GCSE results were 
phenomenal and I applaud the 
hard work and determination of 
students and staff in achieving 
these results. We have contacted 
the DfE to ask them to review 
their data.”

SHROPSHIRE’S secondary 
schools have been given a 
clean bill of health in the lat¬ 
est league tables. 

None of the county’s schools 
were judged to be under-perform¬ 
ing in GCSE league tables pub¬ 
lished today. 

It comes despite almost one in 10 
secondary schools nationally, collec¬ 
tively teaching more than 200,000 
children, not being up to the Govern¬ 
ment’s “floor target”. 

Schools and colleges offering A-lev¬ 
els also fared well. Staff and students 
have been praised for their hard work. 

For the first time this year, schools 
have not been judged on the propor¬ 
tion of pupils scoring at least five C 
grades at GCSE. 

Instead, ministers have introduced 
a new headline measure called Pro¬ 
gress 8. 

This looks at the progress a pupil 
makes from the end of primary school 
to the end of secondary school. 

The results show that the six 
schools with the highest average 
attainment score per pupil across 
eight subjects including English and 
mathematics are The Priory School 
in Shrewsbury, Mary Webb School 
and Science College in Pontesbury, 
William Brookes School in Much 
Wenlock, Corbet School Technol¬ 
ogy College in Baschurch, Belvidere 
School in Shrewsbury and Thomas 
Adams School in Wem. 

The six schools where pupils made 
the most progress across eight sub¬ 
jects including English and mathe¬ 
matics are Belvidere School, Oldbury 
Wells School in Bridgnorth, Mary 
Webb School and Science College, 
Lacon Childe School in Cleobury 
Mortimer, Thomas Adams School and 
Bridgnorth Endowed School. 

David Minnery, Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet member for children’s 
services, said: “These results reflect 
the hard work and effort that our 
students have put into their studies 
and we congratulate them on their 
success. Our thanks also go to every¬ 
one across the school communities in 
Shropshire who have supported the 
students.” 

Nationally, statistics show that 
nearly 300 secondaries in England are 
falling below a new Government floor 
target. Schools that are considered 
under-performing face intervention, 
and could be taken over.

Confusion over new grades plan 


CONFUSION over new numeri¬ 
cal GCSE grades coming in next 
year has sparked a publicity 
drive. 

There is widespread confusion 
about England’s new grading sys¬ 
tem, according to exams regulator 
Ofqual. 

GCSE grades A* to G will be 
phased out in favour of grades 
numbered from nine to one. 

But about 70 per cent - or 
more than 400 parents and pupils 


surveyed by Ofqual - did not un¬ 
derstand the system. “It is really 
important we explain the basics, 
like the fact that nine is the high¬ 
est grade,” said Chief Regulator 
Sally Collier. 

Ofqual wants to raise aware¬ 
ness of the numerical grading 
system which starts this summer, 
with candidates who sit new, 
more challenging English and 
maths GCSEs receiving a mixture 
of number and letter grades. 


By the summer of 2018, a mix 
of numbers and letters will be 
awarded in an additional 20 sub¬ 
jects, with the letter system en¬ 
tirely phased out by 2019. 

Children have already taken 
mock GCSEs following the new 
grading system, with many re¬ 
porting poorer results than ex¬ 
pected in maths because of a rise 
in the difficulty of the paper. 

According to the regulator’s 
small survey, awareness is cur¬ 


rently low with only 31 per cent 
of secondary pupils and 30 per 
cent of parents saying they were 
totally clear how the new system 
worked. Additional research with 
50 human resources leaders re¬ 
vealed that less than half of them 
understood it, while among small 
businesses, this figure dropped to 
about a fifth. 

The survey was carried out for 
Ofqual by DJS Research in No¬ 
vember last year. 

































































































No magical mystery about road safety message

ONE of the most famous album covers of all 
time has been recreated as a gentle reminder 
for people visiting a hospital to drive slowly 
around the complex. 

Staff at Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital and 
patient, Chris Mabon, set up a photo of work¬ 
ers and patients travelling across a zebra cross¬ 
ing as part of a social media plea for drivers to 
stick to the 10 miles per hour speed limit. 

They copied the poses of the Beatles on a 
crossing outside the Abbey Road studios in 


London which became one of the best known 
of the group’s LP covers. 

A spokesman for the hospital said the site 
did not suffer from speeding motorists but said 
it was always worth reminding visitors of the 
need to slow down on the site. 

In a tweet on the hospital’s Twitter Page 
the photo is accompanied with the message: 
“We get by with a little help from our friends... 
Please stick to the lOmph speed limit on site.” 

The famous Beatles album design was based 


on ideas sketched by Paul McCartney and 
taken in August 1969 outside EMI Studios in 
Abbey Road. 

Photographer Iain Macmillan was given only 
ten minutes to take the photo whilst he stood 
on a step-ladder and a policeman held up traffic 
behind the camera. 

Macmillan took six photographs, which 
McCartney later examined with a magnifying 
glass before deciding which of the shots would 
be used upon the album sleeve.The image of 


the Beatles on the crossing has become one of 
the most famous and imitated in recording his¬ 
tory. The crossing is a popular destination for 
Beatles fans and there is a webcam featuring 
it. In December 2010, the crossing was given 
grade II listed status for its “cultural and his¬ 
torical importance”; the Abbey Road studios 
themselves had been given similar status ear¬ 
lier in the year. The cover has been parodied on 
several occasions, not least from McCartney’s 
own 1993 album, Paul Is Live.

Most prolific 
speed camera 
is revealed 

SHROPSHIRE’S most prolific speed 
camera has been revealed with drivers 
caught speeding nearly 5,000 times on 
the A5 at Shotatton between Oswestry 
and Shrewsbury. 

The information comes in figures from 
a Freedom of Information request which 
shows that motorists have been caught 
breaking the speed limit by the county’s 
cameras more than 12,000 times since 
2013. 

Drivers in the Shropshire Council area 
activated cameras for “prosecutable of¬ 
fences” 8,806 times, with motorists in the 
Telford & Wrekin Council area triggering 
the devices 4,147 times. 

The statistics show the most frequently 
activated camera in Shropshire is on the 
A5 at Shotatton which snapped 4,996 
speeding drivers in the last four years 
while a camera in Station Road in Ketley 
was the most frequent in Telford & Wre¬ 
kin, catching 2,085 motorists. 

Anna Higgins of the Safer Roads Part¬ 
nership in Warwickshire and West Mer¬ 
cia said the cameras had helped reduce 
the number of people killed or injured in 
crashes. 

She said: “Reducing road traffic colli¬ 
sions and casualties remains a priority. 

“Speed enforcement activity takes 
place to reduce speeds and ultimately 
reduce collisions and casualties. As high¬ 
lighted in the data, a number of motorists 
unfortunately still feel that breaking the 
speed limit is acceptable and enforcement 
activity aims to deter this and improve 
the safety of the roads for all those who 
use them. As indicated in the data, the 
fixed cameras listed have recorded 12,953 
offences over a four year period. It is im¬ 
portant to note that not all of these of¬ 
fences will go forward for prosecution.” 

Developments 
are welcomed 

HOUSING bosses say they are pleased 
developments have been completed in 
Shropshire. 

Old council garage sites have been 
transformed into new affordable homes 
in Oswestry, nearby St Martins and 
Highley, near Bridgnorth. 

Shropshire Towns and Rural Housing 
has opened the homes. They include bun¬ 
galows, houses and flats with the major¬ 
ity available to rent through Shropshire 
Homepoint. 

One home will be for sale on a 
shared-ownership basis and two will be 
for sale on the open market. 

Jason O’Donoghue, development man¬ 
ager for STAR Housing, said: “We’re 
really pleased that these developments 
are now complete, as they provide much- 
needed affordable homes for local people. 

“The mixture of new homes that have 
been built help meet the housing needs 
of a wide range of people, in different 
circumstances and at different stages of 
their lives. It’s also great that these previ¬ 
ously unused and unloved sites have been 
brought back into use and now benefit 
the local communities.” He added: “We 
continue to strive to increase the supply 
of quality affordable homes in Shropshire 
and we plan to build more around the 
county as part of our Affordable Housing 
Programme.”

THE frenzied expectation sur¬ 
rounding writer-director Damien 
Chazelle’s musical love story 
was deafening even before La La 
Land won a record seven Golden 
Globe awards earlier this week. 

His impeccably crafted follow-up to 
Whiplash is now firmly installed as the front¬ 
runner for glory at next month’s Oscars, 
and already has one trembling hand on the 
coveted golden statuettes for Best Picture 
and Best Director. 

The feverish hype is fully justified. La La 
Land is a visually sumptuous, unabashedly 
swooning valentine to the golden age of 
Hollywood musicals, artfully constructed on 
a foundation of distinctly modern sensibil¬ 
ities. 

Yes, characters burst into catchy songs 
composed by Justin Hurwitz, with snappy 
lyrics by Benj Pasek and Justin Paul, to 
express their churning emotions, while their 
bodies tap, pirouette, twist and jive to Man- 
dy Moore’s expressive choreography. 

But there is so much more to Chazelle’s 
story of boy meets girl than doe-eyed 
glances and pat sentiment, including a 
heart-wrenching second act that affirms the 
need for everyone to chase their dreams, 
but also acknowledges the acrid pill we 
must swallow when reality bites. 

Aspiring actress Mia (Emma Stone) 
works as a barista in between auditions, 
which repeatedly end in crushing rejection. 

On a traffic-jammed Los Angeles freeway, 
she crosses paths with talented pianist 
Sebastian (Ryan Gosling), who reveres 
jazz in its purest form, but is forced to play 
saccharine standards by restaurant owner 
Bill (JK Simmons).

Brent is back and makes us cringe more than ever

I t has been 12 years since David 
Brent (Ricky Gervais) awkward¬ 
ly ruled the roost at the Slough 
branch of Wernham Hogg Paper 
Company. 

He’s now a travelling salesman, peddling sanitary 
products with gusto and trading inappropriate banter 
with fellow salesman Nigel (Tom Bennett) and Pauline 
from accounts (Jo Hartley), who has a crush on him. 

Brent takes unpaid leave from his unedifying day-to- 
day grind to pursue his dream of music stardom as lead 
singer of his unsigned band, Foregone Conclusion. He 
plunders his savings to hire a despairing road man¬ 
ager (Tom Basden) and a quartet of talented sessions 
musicians, including his nephew Stu (Stuart Wilkinson) 
on guitar and real-life Walsall-born brothers Steven and 
Michael Clarke. 

Rapper Dorn Johnson (Ben Bailey Smith) joins to 
bolster the band’s ‘yoof’ appeal as the mutinous crew 
embarks on a tour of venues close to the office. 

This is a toe-curling faux documentary, peppered with 
uproarious one-liners and moments of skin-crawling 
brilliance that confirm Gervais as a master of unflattering 
observation. Life and art are blurred in Gervais’ script, 
which plays like a cover version of his award-winning TV 
series The Office, replete with a wince-inducing scene 
of dad dancing that is supposed to attract the fairer 
sex. Without co-writer Stephen Merchant to rein in his 
self-indulgence behind the camera, Gervais puts his 
middle-aged misfit centre stage for every excruciating 
set piece. 

Consequently, some of the supporting players are 
thinly sketched.
